In July, 1917, H.M.A. Ships 
SWAN, HUON and TORRENS 
joined the WARREGO, PARRA- 
MATTA and YARRA at Cocos 
Island, forming an Australian}, 
Destroyer Flotilla under the 
command of Commander W. H. 
Warren, Royal Navy, for ser- 
vice in the Mediterranean. 


‘The SWAN and her sister ships 
eventually: became part of an 
anti-submarine force of more 
than 200 vessels, being absorbed 
into the Fifth British Destroyer 
Flotilla. . 

On October 2, 1918, the SWAN 
took part in the bombardment of 
Durazzo on the Albanian Coast 
in combination with Italian, 
British, French, American and 
other Australian Forces. 


In December, 1918, SWAN and 
a French destroyer carried out 
a mission of inquiry at the anti- |. 
Bolshevik headquarters on the 
River Don, a sudden break- 
hrough by Bolshevik forces caus- 
ing the abandonment of the in- 
vestigation. 

The Ataman as locally elec- 
ted Viceroy presented the cap- 
tain of the SWAN, Commander 
A. G. H. Bond, with the Order 
of St. Vladimir, and decorated 
other officers with the Order 
of St. Anne Second Class. 

The SWAN paid off for dis- 
posaal at Sydney on May 15, 
1928, being broken as scrap in 
1930 at Cockatoo Dockyard 
where she was built. 

Her successor in the Royal 
Australian Navy was also built 
at Cockatoo Dockyard from 
where she was commissioned on 
January 21, 1937. -She was a 
sloop of 1060 tons, fitted with 
three 4in. guns and four three- 
pounders. 

On the outbreak of war in 
September, 1939, she .was fitted 
for minesweeping and became 
the leader of the Twentieth Mine- 
sweeping Flotilla which, in Nov- 
ember, 1940, swept the first 
enemy mines laid by the German 
auxiliary minelayer PASSAT in 
Bass Strait.

On the weekend I visited a 
dance being run in Meeniyan 
(20 miles from Foster) and 


found there is a lesson to be|- 


learnt by those who tried to 
start’ up a regular dance in Al- 
tona. 

The regular Saturday night 
dance there has been running for 
28_years and the dance organi- 
sers challenge anyone to beat 
their record. They say other 
systems of running a regular 
dance in many surrounding towns 
have failed. One has only to 
ask some of the hundreds in 
attendance to find they come 30 
to 40 miles to the dance. 

And how is it run? All the 
clubs and committees in Meeni- 
yan have a part in the dance— 
from sports clubs, hospital com- 
mittees, to ladies auxiliaries— 
and each week it is up to one of 
these groups to arrange for the 
entertainment, supper and super- 
vision. The dances are arranged 
at least a month in advance and 
there is a special committee 
simply for the dance. All the 
groups must inform the com- 
mittee if they have any difficulty 
as to entertainment, etc. and 
the committee helps out. The 
group running the dance re- 
ceives the profits from that dance 
and the next week another group 
does likewise. 

I believe this system could 
come into use in Altona if there 
was a better co-operation among 
clubs and groups. The Altona 
Music Society tried to run a regu- 
lar dance but failed because 
other organisations were not 
drawn into it. They were not 
informed that the dances were 
raising funds for a proper hall 
being held -for their benefit in 
in Altona—a hall all clubs could 
use. Only .with the help of the 
people can such a venture suc- 
ceed. .

It is with considerable concern 
that I read in last week’s edition 
of the “Altona Star” the coun- 
cil’s alarm at the excessive use 
of the Civic Hall by clubs and 
societies throughout the munici- 
pality, with particular reference 
to the Altona Drama Group. It 
leads me to ask two questions— 

T.—is the council really sincere 
in its desire to foster culture in 
the shire? 


2.—For what purpose was the 
Civic Hall built if not for the 
use of the public? 


To: my certain knowledge the 
Altona Drama Group does not 
have the use of the Civic Hall 
every Monday night, if the hall 
is to be let or used for any 
other purpose, the Drama Group 
stands down. This has been the 
case on several occasions and 
even occurred at’ the time of 
the Group’s last production when 
the play had to be transferred 
at the last minute to another 
location, 


I am very surprised, even 
shocked, at this turn of events, 
as I was given the impression, 
verbally, by some members of 
the council that they were 
pleased that the hall was being 
used more frequently than it 
has been in the past. . 

The Drama Group is as much 
as anyone, if not more so, trying 
to give Altona something of in- 
trinsic value, the implications 
of which are perhaps more wide- 
spread than is at first realised. 
The council has asked ‘‘How can 
we attract more teachers to our 
high schools?’ Several Drama 
Group members are teachers or 
trainee teachers, this then is one 
answer. Several members are 
teenagers, here again the Drama 
Group fills another need. 

Self discipline and responsi- 
bility towards others, develop- 
ment of self confidence, expres- 
sion of artistic ability in paint- 
ing, handerafts and trade skills, 
all come within the scope of 
dramatic training. 


The aim of the Drama Group 
is to present in Altona high 
quality entertainment, in the 
form of drama. desirably at a 
moderate cost to the customer, 
and in an accessible location.

Mr. Geoffrey Cresser rebukes 
the “Altona Star” for not pub- 
lishing the news of the surplus 
in the council’s accounts for the 
last financial year. 

However he himself is guilty 
of a serious omission, obviously 
for political reasons, in that he 
neglected to mention that Cr. 
Les Crofts, a non-Labor coun- 
cillor, was chairman of the 
Finance Committee which 
achieved this surplus. He also 
failed to point out that the sur- 
plus would have been even 
greater had the rate remained 
at the 14e in the $1 agreed upon 
by Labor caucus. 

Thus not enly was Cr. Crofts 
responsible for having the rate 
established at the Jower figure of 
13.5¢, but.he was able through 
his leadership of the Finance 
Committee to end the year with 
a surplus of $25,000. 

This should be contrasted with 
the previous years when under 
complete Labor control. a suc- 
cession of deficits built up an 
overdraft of $115,000. Despite 
the present surplus, $90,000 of 
this overdraft remains. so that 
careful budgeting will be re- 
quired over the next few years 
to write off this accumulated 
deficit.

In reply to the secretary of the 
Young Democrafic Labor  As- 
sociation, Mr. Paul A. Walsh, it 
is quite true that Australia and 
America did not sign the Geneva 
Convention, however they did 
ratify the treaty and stated that 
they would not attempt to dis- 
rupt itor violate its conditions. 

Merely because we did not 
sign it does that mean we refuse 
to abide by it? To the best of 
my knowledge Australia per- 
sonally did not sign the peace 
treaty after World War I, IT 
and Korea, but does that mean 
that we don’t have to abide by

There is far more,substantial 
evidence that America and the 
neo-Fascist distatorships of Sth. 
Viet Nam violated the agreement 
years before North Vietnamese 
troops entered South Viet Nam. 
South Vietnamese agents were 
dropped into North Viet Nam 
before the 1960's. No one is dis- 
puting that there are at present 
a small amount of North Viet- 
namese troops in South Viet Nam 
but these were not there before 
the massive build-up of Ameri- 
can troops. 

Mr. Walsh also defends the 
neo-Fascist dictatorship as being 
one elected by popular vote. 
What rubbish! Only government 
or extreme anti-Communist can- 
didates were allowed to stand 
for office and only people selec- 
ted by the government as being 
trustworthy were allowed - to 
vote. Also Mr. Walsh how many 
votes were the armed forces 
allowed each and how many 
were civilians allowed each? 
Mr. Walsh wants to find out 
what percentage of adults were 
allowed to vote instead of what 
percentage of eligible voters 
voted. 

Yes Mr. Walsh, I can state 
what élection Ho Chi Minh was 
elected president in. If you 
read better books you would 
know that Ho Chi Minh was elec- 
ted president of the Democratic 
Republic of Viet Nam in January 
1946. He was elected “by demo- 
cratic elections carried out over 
the whole of Viet Nam and 
formed a coalition government 
of Communists, anti-Communists 
and Neutralists. The legitamacy 
of the election was confirmed in 
March 1946 with the signing in 
Paris of the Independence of 
Viet Nam as a free state.

LINES 


Children exposed themselves 
and others to great danger when 
“skylarking” on trains and play- 
ing, or taking short cuts, across 
railway lines or under railway 
bridges. 


Death, or the life-long effects 

of injury, were all too often the 
result of such misbehaviour. 
_ Victorian Railways investiga- 
tion officer, Mr. E. W. Turner, 
asked children to remember this 
when he gave a community ser- 
vice talk, “Travelling by Train," 
at the Aspendale Technical 
School. . 

“It was the first of a number 
of metropolitan schools he will 
visit. 

Mr. Turner said that the temp- 
tation to play or take short cuts 
on railway property tended to 
increase during school: holidays. 

He appealed to children not to 
make a “danger area’ a “play 
area” during the coming Christ- 
mas holidays. 

It was appreciated, Mr. Tur- 
ner said, 
had a genuine curiosity about 
railways and the equipment used 
in the running of trains, How- 
ever, this sometimes led young- 
sters to put themselves in danger 
when wandering on to Tailway 
property. 

“Consequently, the railways 
offered an information service, 
including free literature, to cater 
for railway enthusiasts and also 
arranged guided tours of in- 
teresting railway locations for 
school parties.

Victeria was taking in an, average of 250 migrants daily. It 
was a bustling scene.

Wool too, was pouring into Melbourne. Gold. Wool, and Jand. 
One would seldom hear a single sentence on any other topic. The 
new arrival stared ih amazement. 

All nations represented the street scene. Chinese with pigtails 
‘jogged shoulder to shoulder with bell toppered gents, aboriginals 
with only a blanket draped around them were accompanied by 
hordes of flies. A million stories are told about those stirring and 
colourful times. 

With all the wealth there were still the poor. They lived on 

* the outskirts where the roads petered out into the scrub. 

Progress was being made. One could not but marvel at the 
changing scene. . The mud and mire was still a problem on the out- 
skirts. The town itself was enjoying roads and footpaths laid 
with millions of redgum blocks. Some still exist today. Carriages 
‘with coachmen in livery were becoming more common than the 
bullock wagons. Gas lights, reticulated water from the Yan Yeans. 

Telegraphs connected Sydney to Melbourne. New buildings took 
the place of the slab and, bark hampy.
